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A  NOTABLE  EARLY  CRUSADER  COIN

This  is  a  small  bronze  coin  struck  by  Roger  of  Salerno  who  was  Prince  of  Antioch 
from  1112  to  1119,  and  it  is  of  particular  interest  for  two  reasons.  Firstly,  it  has  a 
“hellenised”  Latin  legend  written  in  Greek  characters,  showing  what  difficulties  can 
result  from  such  a  proceeding.  Secondly,  it  has  the  first  ever  coin  design  of  St.  George 
slaying  the  dragon. 

The  first  Prince  of  Antioch  had  been  Bohemond  of  Otranto;  but  he  had  been 
defeated  in  battle  by  the  Moslems,  and  in  1104  had  gone  home  to  look  for  reinforce¬ 
ments — never  to  return.  He  had  left  Antioch  in  the  hands  of  Tancred,  his  nephew. 
Tancred,  however,  died  of  fever  at  the  age  of  thirty-six  in  December  1112.  Before  he 
died  Tancred  named  Roger,  his  nephew,  as  his  heir  making  him  promise,  though, 
that  he  would  give  up  the  principality  if  ever  Bohemond’s  young  son  should  go  out. 
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Actually  Roger  was  a  good  choice.  He  was  married  to  Baldwin  of  Edessa’s  sister 
Cecilia,  and  during  his  reign  the  dissensions  amongst  the  leaders  which  had  marred 
the  earlier  days  of  the  First  Crusade  disappeared,  and  it  was  rather  the  Moslems  who 
were  disunited.  The  Crusading  kingdoms  continued  to  expand;  but  Roger’s  threat  to 
Aleppo  caused  that  city  to  place  itself  under  the  protection  of  II  Ghazi,  the  Urtuqid 
ruler  of  Maridin,  and  II  Ghazi’s  army  in  1119  more  or  less  annihilated  the  army  of 
Antioch,  killing  Roger,  at  a  battle  the  Christians  were  to  call  Ager  Sanguinis,  “the 
Field  of  Blood”. 

The  Obverse  shows  St.  George  spearing  a  dragon  that  looks  very  much  like  a 
snake,  and  reads  a  (in  circle)  at  the  left,  for  o  Anoi,  and  at  the  right  reiuP  (rroi), 
“the  Saint  George”.  St.  George  was  very  popular  with  the  Crusaders,  and  was  one  of 
the  saints  the  Crusaders  believed  they  had  seen  helping  them  at  their  assault  on 
Antioch  in  1097. 

The  Reverse  has  a  legend  which  in  full  would  read :

“Roger  Prince  of  Antioch”,  with  TZ  used  for  the  J  sound  of  the  G  of  Roger — a 
sound  which  was  not  catered  for  by  the  Greek  alphabet:  and  with  a  mangled  form  of 
the  Latin  word  Princeps ,  Principis  “Prince”.

The  occasion  for  this  extraordinary  issue  of  silver  and  gold  restoration  coins  might 
well  have  been  Trajan’s  withdrawal  from  circulation  of  the  very  worn  Republican  and 
early  Imperial  coinage.  The  historian  Dio  Cassius  records  that  this  event  took  place  in 
a.d.  107,  midway  through  Trajan’s  reign.  This,  then,  is  the  probable  date  for  the  strik¬ 
ing  of  the  restoration  coinage,  the  emperor’s  intention  being  to  commemorate  many  of 
the  famous  old  coin-types  which  were  finally  disappearing  from  circulation  for  ever. 
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At  this  point  in  Roman  numismatic  history  four  consecutive  emperors — Titus, 
Domitian,  Nerva  and  Trajan — had  issued  series  of  restoration  coins,  albeit  for  widely 
varying  reasons.  The  next  ruler,  Hadrian  (a.d.  117-138),  did  not  continue  the  tradition 
and,  with  few  exceptions,  this  example  was  followed  by  his  successors.  The  heyday  of 
the  restoration  coinages  was  thus  at  an  end,  and  it  had,  in  reality,  been  a  very  short 
heyday :  all  four  series  spanned  a  period  of  only  27  years,  from  Titus’  coinage  of  A.n.  80 
to  Trajan’s  of  a.d.  107. 

Hadrian  did,  however,  issue  one  type  which  deserves  to  be  included  in  this  survey  :

The  precise  meaning  of  this  interesting  type  hinges  on  the  interpretation  of  the 
final  word  in  the  reverse  legend,  abbreviated  to  “ren”.  Cohen  gave  the  amplification  | 
of  this  as  renovavit ,  implying  some  form  of  “restoration”,  but  Mattingly  preferred 
renatns  with  the  meaning  that  Hadrian  was  claiming  to  be  Augustus  “born  again”. 
This  interpretation  is  supported  by  a  peculiarity  which  the  present  writer  has  ob¬ 
served  on  a  number  of  specimens  of  this  rare  coin;  namely,  that  the  portrait  of 
Augustus  on  the  obverse  is  sometimes  endowed  with  features  reminiscent  of  Hadrian 
himself. 

The  next  restoration  type  comes  almost  four  decades  later,  and  is  the  enigmatic 
Mark  Antony  “legionary”  denarius  commemorated  by  Marcus  Aurelius  and  Lucius 
Verus.  The  full  details  of  this  coin  are  as  follows :

The  reason  for  this  issue  is  quite  obscure:  of  the  twenty  or  more  legions  honoured 
by  Mark  Antony  in  the  original  series  only  the  VI  Ferrata  is  selected  for  commemora¬ 
tion  by  Aurelius  and  Verus.  It  would  seem  that  this  particular  legion,  which  was 
stationed  in  Palestine,  must  have  distinguished  itself  greatly  in  the  Parthian  War  of 
a.d.  162-6,  hence  the  remarkable  honour.  The  decision  to  restore  the  Mark  Antony 
type  on  this  occasion  might  have  been  prompted  by  the  similarity  between  the  names 
M.  antonius  and  m.  Antoninus.  Although  undated,  the  year  166  seems  likely  for  this 
issue  if  the  above  hypothesis  is  correct. 

The  remaining  groups  of  restoration  coins  differ  from  all  those  so  far  described  in 
that  they  do  not  bear  the  names  of  the  restorers.  For  this  reason  their  precise  origin 
has,  in  the  past,  been  a  matter  of  much  dispute  but  modern  research  has  succeeded  in 
clarifying  the  position. 

The  first  of  these  later  restorations  is  a  denarius  reproducing  one  of  Trajan’s  types, 
as  follows :

This  coin  is  quoted  by  Cohen  from  a  specimen  in  Paris,  and  although  no  mention 
is  made  of  Gordian  III  in  the  legends  the  style  of  the  piece  seems  to  leave  little  doubt 
that  it  was  a  product  of  this  reign.  The  form  of  obv .  legend  imp.  traiano  pio  fel.  avg. 
p.  p.  is  very  reminiscent  of  that  introduced  by  Gordian  for  his  own  coinage  in  a.d. 
241 — imp.  GORDIANVS  pivs  fel.  avg.  The  date  of  the  Trajan  restoration,  therefore, 
probably  falls  between  241  and  244.  The  reason  for  the  issue  is  quite  uncertain.  The 
original  coin  of  Trajan  was  struck  to  commemorate  the  building  of  a  new  road  from 
Beneventum  to  Brundisium,  the  “Via  Traiana.”  It  is  possible  that  Gordian  carried 
out  extensive  repair  works  to  this  road,  though  this  excessively  rare  coin  is  the  only 
evidence  of  such  an  undertaking. 

The  last  great  series  of  restoration  coins  was  issued  about  a  decade  later,  and  com¬ 
prised  base  silver  antoniniani  commemorating  many  of  the  deified  emperors  from 
Augustus  to  Severus  Alexander.  None  of  the  emperors  restored  had  coins  of  this 
denomination  themselves  so  there  are  no  exact  prototypes.  The  issuer  was  simply 
trying  to  restore  the  memory  of  greater  and  happier  times  in  the  dark  days  of  the  mid- 
Third  Century.  Who  that  issuer  was  has  been  the  subject  of  much  debate:  in  Cohen’s 
time  the  series  was  attributed  to  the  reign  of  Gallienus  (a.d.  253-268)  on  somewhat 
flimsy  grounds;  it  now  seems  certain  that  Trajan  Decius  (249-251)  was  the  author  of 
this  coinage,  though  its  issue  might  have  continued  into  the  reign  of  Trebonianus 
Gallus  (251-53)

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The  list  of  deified  emperors  selected  for  commemoration  in  this  mid-Third 
Century  series  is  of  some  interest,  as  it  probably  reflects  the  popular  verdict  on  the 
first  two-and-a-half  centuries  of  imperial  history.  The  exclusion  of  Claudius  is, 
perhaps,  a  little  surprising,  though  it  is  known  that  the  popularity  of  his  cult  was  on 
the  wane  soon  after  his  death.  Lucius  Verus  was  always  in  the  shadow  of  his  great 
colleague,  Marcus  Aurelius,  and  his  memory  hardly  deserved  separate  commemora¬ 
tion.  The  inclusion  of  the  tyrant  Commodus  is,  undoubtedly,  the  great  enigma  of  the 
series.  It  is  true  that  the  worthless  son  of  Marcus  Aurelius  had  been  honoured  by 
Septimius  Severus,  but  the  latter  was  trying  to  legitimize  the  position  of  his  newly- 
founded  dynasty  by  adopting  himself  into  the  Antonine  House :  he  had  no  choice  but 
to  whitewash  the  memory  of  his  “brother’’  Commodus.  More  than  half  a  century  later 
Trajan  Decius  could  have  felt  quite  free  to  ignore  Lucius  Aelius  Aurelius  Commodus, 
but  the  glamour  attached  to  him  as  the  son  of  Marcus  Aurelius  obviously  outweighed 
the  tyranny  of  his  reign  which  few,  in  the  time  of  Decius,  would  have  been  old  enough 
to  remember. 

Pertinax’s  tenure  of  power  was  really  too  brief  to  merit  commemoration  almost 
sixty  years  later,  whilst  the  excesses  of  Caracalla,  still  comparatively  fresh  in  the 
memory  of  the  older  generation,  were  sufficient  to  ensure  his  exclusion  from  honours. 
Severus  Alexander,  the  last  of  the  Severans,  was  the  most  recent  emperor  to  appear  in 
Decius’  series.  His  assassination  had  occurred  only  fifteen  years  earlier,  and  the 
recollection  of  his  quiet  and  gentle  manner  must  have  endeared  his  memory  to  the 
people  in  an  age  of  brutality. 

Nearly  seventy  years  after  the  time  of  Decius,  the  Emperor  Constantine  the  Great 
(a.d.  307-337)  produced  a  series  of  small  bronze  coins  restoring  the  memories  of  the 
Emperors  Claudius  Gothicus,  Maximianus  and  Constantius  Chlorus.  The  details  of 
this  coinage  are  as  follows :

These  interesting  issues  seem  to  fit  into  the  pattern  of  Constantine’s  coinage  for 
the  year  A.D.  317/18.  Their  purpose  was  to  emphasize  Constantine’s  dynastic  claims 
at  a  time  when  relations  with  his  co-emperor,  Licinius,  were  very  strained.  The  three 
emperors  honoured  were  his  father,  Constantius  I  (died  306),  his  father-in-law, 
Maximianus  (died  310)  and  Claudius  II  (died  270),  with  whom  Constantine  claimed  a 
close  kinship.  Unlike  Nerva,  220  years  earlier,  the  first  Christian  emperor  was  not 
appealing  for  loyalty  from  a  position  of  weakness,  but  rather  proclaiming  his  strength, 
supported  as  it  was  by  a  noble  ancestry.  Twelve  years  after  these  issues  Constantine, 
now  sole  master  of  the  Roman  Empire,  dedicated  his  new  capital  city,  Constantinople, 
and  a  new  chapter  in  Roman  history  was  begun.

Treasure  Trove  in  a  Car?  A  motorist  who  bought  a  second-hand  car  got  more  than  he 
bargained  for  . . .  £1,000  more.  For  stowed  away  under  the  back  seat  he  found  £1,000  worth  of 
gold  coins. 

Now  an  Inquest  is  to  be  held;  if  the  coroner  concludes  that  the  coins  are  treasure  trove,  the 
motorist  may  get  nothing. 

The  motorist  bought  the  car  at  a  garage  near  his  home  at  Newcastle-under-Lyme,  Staffs. 
Moves  are  being  made  to  identify  the  previous  owner,  but  no  one  has  come  forward  to  claim 
the  coins. — Daily  Mirror ,  16 th  November ,  1974. 

‘Primitive  Currency’  and  a  Shortage  in  Italy.  A  shortage  of  loose  change  has  become 
a  standing  irritation  in  Italian  life.  Small  change  is  in  such  short  supply  that  a  whole  range  of 
trinkets  is  rapidly  becoming  more  or  less  acceptable  as  common  currency.  Coins  are  giving 
way  to  telephone  tokens,  stamps,  chewing  gum,  toothpicks,  aspirins  and  soup  cubes. 

The  official  explanation  for  the  great  coin  crisis  is  that  there  isn’t  one.  Bank  of  Italy  officials 
say  there  are  plenty  of  coins  in  circulation  and  that  any  shortage  is  due  to  the  over-rapid  intro¬ 
duction  of  vending  machines.  One  paper  recently  estimated  that  40  per  cent  of  the  total  coins 
in  circulation,  are  locked  away  in  little  metal  boxes  waiting  to  be  emptied.  That’s  an  awful  lot 
of  coins,  But  it  does  not  altogether  explain  why  Italy,  apparently  alone  among  countries  with 
slot  machines,  should  be  short  of  change. — Evening  Standard ,  9th  December ,  1974.

MEDAL  COLLECTORS’  SECTION 
TWO  POLAR  MEDAL  PUZZLES 

By  David  E.  Yelverton 


Dear  Editor, 

I  have  derived  much  pleasure  from  the  Bulletin.  May  I  now  attempt  to  contribute 
something  in  exchange,  in  the  form  of  two  articles  for  the  Medal  Collectors  Section, 
concerning  two  Polar  Medal  Puzzles. 

Let  me  explain  the  background.  From  a  modest  start  in  collecting  medals  and  a 
desire  to  specialise,  I  became  interested  in  Arctic  and  Polar  medals.  Under  the  cata¬ 
lytic  influence  of  Col.  Poulsom’s  “White  Ribbon”  which  you  published,  I  developed 
as  a  small  hobby  in  its  own  right  the  building  up  of  the  story  behind  each  of  the  Polar 
Medals  awarded  to  shore  party  men  (including  “Endurance”)  on  the  1901-17 
expeditions.  This  obviously  requires  me  to  establish  what  medals  were  awarded  to 
whom,  and  of  course  brought  me  up  against  the  uncertainties  surrounding  the  awards 
for  the  Mawson  expedition  and  the  Antarctic  1917  clasps  and  medals. 
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Col.  Poulsom  left  the  uncertainties  unresolved,  but  set  out  all  the  known  (and 
sometimes  conflicting)  facts,  later  adding  in  a  Bulletin  article  confirmation  that  Lt. 
Ninnis  had  received  the  1912-14  award  in  silver. 

After  much  thought  and  study  of  Shackleton’s  and  Mawson’s  first  editions,  I  have 
been  able  to  construct  apparently  logical  theories  concerning  who  received  what 
awards,  that  fit  all  the  facts,  and  in  the  .1.917  case  attempts  a  reconciliation  between 
the  Admiralty  letter  quoted  in  the  Polar  Pvecord  No.  6,  and  the  award  of  a  bronze 
medal  to  Moyes  when  he  already  held  a  silver  one,  which  conflicts  with  it.  These 
“reconstructions”  each  contain  two  or  three  propositions,  upon  which  they  will  stand 
or  fall,  probably  capable  of  verification  in  the  next  few  years,  especially  if  they  reach 
a  wide  audience  such  as  the  Bulletin  enjoys. 

I  therefore  venture  to  submit  the  two  theories  without  further  ado  in  the  hope  of 
provoking  discussion  and  research  in  many  quarters  simultaneously — even  the  rapid 
emergence  of  some  facts  that  refute  them:  if  that  happens  the  way  is  clear  for  a 
further  attempt,  and  the  process  of  elimination  is  advanced  a  step.

WHO  RECEIVED  BRONZE  AND  SILVER  1912-14  AND 
1917  ANTARCTIC  AWARDS  ? 

Part  I:  The  Antarctic  1917  Clasps  and  No-clasp  Bronze  Medals 
to  the  Ross  Sea  and  “Aurora”  Relief  Parties 

With  a  Summary  compiled  by  Col.  N.  W.  Poulsom 

In  his  remarkable  book  “The  White  Ribbon”,  Col.  Poulsom  in  an  otherwise 
exhaustive  study  showed  that  there  is  no  certainty  about  the  award  of  clasps  and 
medals  for  two  of  the  “heroic  age”  expeditions,  because  incomplete  records  survive. 
After  proposing  solutions  as  to  who  received  what,  he  learned  of,  and  pointed  out, 
the  conflicting  evidence  of  the  actual  awards  to  M.  H.  Moyes  and  V.  G.  Hayward. 

Time  alone  may  not  yield  the  answer,  and  for  research  to  accomplish  this,  I 
believe  it  to  be  necessary  to  narrow  the  field  by  starting  from  propositions  that  fit  all 
the  known  facts  and  contain  two  or  three  specific  assertions  capable  of  verification, 
or  reasonably  so,  upon  which  the  main  proposals  principally  depend. 

Using  Col.  Poulsom’s  book  as  a  springboard,  I  would  like  first,  because  it  seems 
appropriate  in  Shackleton’s  birth-centenary  year,  to  put  forward  a  solution  to  the 
1917  problem  that  fits  these  criteria,  with  a  view  to  provoking  further  research, 
discussion  in  the  Bulletin ,  and  perhaps  the  emergence  of  new  facts,  possibly  from 
readers  in  Australia  or  New  Zealand  that  might  resolve  the  puzzle. 

Col.  Poulsom  suggested  the  1917  awards  were  issued  thus: 

10  7R  Clasps  to  Shacklton,  7  shore-party  survivors,  A.  H.  Ninnis,  J.  Paton 
2  A.  Clasps  to  J.  K.  Davis,  W.  Kavanagh 
1  AL  Medal  and  clasp  to  M.  H.  Moyes 

19  AL  No-clasp  medals  to  19  crew  members. 

The  facts  we  have  to  go  on  are  all  recapitulated  on  pages  172-3  and  183  of  “The 
White  Ribbon”,  and  are  as  follows: 

A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty,  quoted  in  the  Polar  Record  No.  6 
of  1933,  states  clasps  were  issued  in  1920  to  those  already  awarded  Polar  Medals, 
while  others  received  no-clasp  bronze  medals. 

Seven  shore  party  survivors  (Cope,  Gaze,  Jack,  Joyce,  Richards,  Stevens,  H. 
Wild)  were  picked  up  from  McMurdo  Sound  by  the  “Aurora”,  and  subsequently 
received  medals  with  1914-16  clasps,  or  in  Joyce’s  case  clasp  only. 

1914-16  awards  were  issued  in  1918. 
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Crew  of  the  “Aurora”  on  the  Relief  Trip  totalled  25,  of  whom  7  had  received 
Polar  Medals  prior  to  1920  as  follows: 


Shackleton 
Capt.  John  K.  Davis 
Morton  H.  Moyes 
James  Paton — 2  medals 


JR  with  3  clasps  (02-04,  07-09,  14-16) 

AL  with  1  clasp  (07-09)

V.  G.  Hayward  received  a  silver  medal  which  has  1914-16  and  1917  clasps.  He 
disappeared  with  AL.  L.  A.  Mackintosh  on  7th  May  1916,  and  was  awarded  the  Albert 
Medal  in  1923.

Moyes  received  a  silver  medal  with  1912-14  clasp,  and  a  bronze  no-clasp  medal 
for  the  1917  Aurora  Relief  Trip. 

These  facts  pose  three  problems : 

(1)  If  Hayward  received  the  1917  clasp,  why  did  not  Mackintosh  who  was 
awarded  a  1914-16  clasp  for  his  Edward  VII  medal  with  1907-09  clasp?  And  why 
not  Spencer-Smith? 

I  suggest  that  a  3-clasp  Edward  VII  medal  exists,  named  to  Aineas  Lionel  Acton 
Mackintosh,  and  that  the  1914-16  and  1917  clasps  on  it  were  issued  to  his  next-of-kin. 
I  am  uncertain  whether  the  naming  on  the  medal  would  include  his  rank  in  the  R.N.R. 

That  Hayward  and  Mackintosh  should  have  received  the  1917  clasp  when  Spencer- 
Smith  did  not,  is  I  believe  not  a  case  of  inconsistent  Admiralty  policy,  but  because 
Spencer-Smith  was  positively  reported  to  have  died  on  8th  March  1916,  whereas  in 
1917  Hayward  and  Alackintosh  were  technically  missing.  Even  if  they  were  “pre¬ 
sumed  dead”  in  1920  when  the  clasp  was  issued,  I  believe  the  Admiralty  would  have 
classed  them  as  “presumed  alive”  during  the  qualifying  service  period  for  the  clasp. 

(2)  If  Moyes  already  held  the  silver  medal  with  1912-14  clasp,  why  issue  him 
with  a  no-clasp  bronze  medal  for  the  1917  trip  ? 

I  believe  it  will  be  found  that  the  1912-14  Mawson  Expedition  Medals  and  clasps 
were  not  issued  by  the  Admiralty  but  by  the  Australian  Navy  or  Government,  who 
would  have  requisitioned  them  (18  silver,  8  bronze)  directly  from  the  Royal  Mint  in 
London.  If  this  was  so,  Admiralty  records  in  1920  would  not  have  shown  any  prior 
issue  to  Moyes,  and  as  indicated  in  the  latter  quoted  above,  he  would  have  qualified 
for  a  bronze  medal. 

(3)  What  1917  clasp  did  Seaman  James  Paton  receive — bronze  or  silver? 

I  suggest  he  received  a  bronze  clasp.  No  silver  medals  were  issued,  according  to 
the  Admiralty  letter;  therefore  Captain  Davis  would  have  received  a  bronze  clasp  for 
his  1907-09  bronze  medal.  As  Paton  had  received  the  02-04  bronze  medal  and  07-09 
clasp  from  the  Admiralty,  it  seems  most  probable  that  he  would  have  received  the 
bronze  1917  clasp  even  though,  like  Ninnis,  he  had  received  a  silver  14-16  clasp 
because  he  had  been  ashore  from  January  to  March  1915. 

Nevertheless  this  is  quite  obviously  a  more  debatable  proposition.  To  verify  it 
or  even  begin  that  process  demands  answers  to  several  initial  questions.  Was  Paton 
aboard  and  drowned  or  rescued  when  the  “Aurora”  sank  on  20th  June  1917  ?  Was  he 
alive  in  1918  when  the  14-16  clasp  was  issued  ?  If  not,  was  it  sent  to  his  next-of-kin  ? 

To  summarise,  the  proposition  which  fits  the  known  facts  is  that  thirty-four 
Antarctic  1917  awards  were  issued  thus: 

I I  /R  Clasps  to  Shackleton,  7  shore-party  survivors,  V.  G.  Hayward,  Mackintosh 
&  Ninnis 

3  AL  Clasps  to  J.  K.  Davis,  W.  Kavanagh  and  J.  Paton 

20  AL  No-clasp  medals  to  Moyes  and  19  crew  members. 
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More  precise  solutions  would  be  possible  if  Mint  records  were  to  yield  the 
numbers  of  clasps  and  medals  minted  in  1920. 

To  conclude  this  first  article,  little  enough  is  suggested — a  clasp  to  Lt.  Mackintosh, 
a  bronze  instead  of  silver  clasp  to  Paton,  an  explanation  of  Moyes’  bronze  medal 
instead  of  silver  clasp.  But  if  someone  succeeds  in  proving  or  disproving  even  one 
of  these  suggestions,  a  step  will  have  been  taken  towards  filling  a  tiny  gap  in  the 
“White  Ribbon”  story.
